BELFAST,  Aug.  21. — Republicans 
on  Sunday  night  attacked  the  Lon- 
don and  Northwestern  hotel  at 
Greenore,  County  Louth,  with  ma- 
chine guns.  The  hotel  is  aupposed 
to  be  the  headquarters  of  the  na- 
tionalist forces,  and  the  attack  was 
met  with  heavy  fusillades  lasting  un 
hour,  after  which  the  attacking 
forces  withdrew. 

It  Is  reported  the  republicans  eva- 
cuated Omeath  on  Saturday  evening, 
but  the  sailings  of  the  London  and 
Northwestern  Company's  boats  have 
been  suspended  pending  the  conclu- 
sion of  operations.  Roving  bands  of 
republicans  have  been  observed  along 
the  South  Armagh  border.  They  are 
being  closely  watched.

DUBLIN.  Aug.  21.— An  attack  by 
Irish  Irregulars  last  Friday  on  the 
automobile  generally  used  by  Michael 
Collins,  head  of  the  provisional  gov- 
ernment and  commander  of  Free 
State  forces,  was  reported  In  an  of- 
ficial atatement  issued  yesterday. 
The  statement  did  not  Include 
whether  Mr.  Collins  was  In  the  ma- 
chine at  the  time  of  the  attack.

LONDON.  Aug.  21. — Premier  W. 
F.  Maesey.  of  New  Ken  land,  on  Fri- 
day disclosed  suggestions  which  he 
had  Just  received  from  the  Admir- 
alty regarding  New  Zealand's  naval 
development,  according  to  a  Reuter 
dispatch   from  Wellington. 

Outlining  the  policy  of  the  Domin- 
ion of  New  Zealand,  he  said  that  dur- 
ing the  period  of  financial  stringency 
the  seagoing  squadron  was  capable  of 
rapid  expansion,  and  when  times  Im- 
proved this  should  take  place.  The 
expansion  should  consist  of  light 
cruisers  and  ocean-going  submar- 
ines, and  all  the  reserves  should  be 
supplied  locally. 

Financial  assistance  should  be  giv- 
en in  equipped  vessels  st  the  Imperial 
naval  bases,  Premier  Maasey  con- 
tinued. The  bases,  docks,  depots,  re- 
serves of  ...ores  and  fuel  should  be 
provided  locally  for  the  local  squad- 
ron. Local  protection  of  the  trade 
routes,  the  storage  of  guns,  the 
trained  personnel  for  the  merchant 
ships  and  their  escorts  should  be  pro- 
vided. Mobile  defence  of  ports.  In- 
cluding a  mine-sweeping  organiza- 
tion,  should   be  elaborated. 

Premier  Massey  advocated  n  com- 
bination of  the  strongest  nations 
under  the  leadership  of  Oreut  Britain 
and  the  United  States  capable  of  .  r, 
forcing  peace  by  means  of  an  inter- 
national police  force.

this  year  than  during  1921.  It  mast 
fct-ftBiembered,  too,  that  many  prop- 
erty owners  are  going  to  experience 
greater  difficulties  than  ever  in  the 
past  in  meeting  their  taxes.  All  hold- 
ers of  improved  property  will  note 
a  substantial  increase  in  their  taxes 
•luring  the  current  year  owing  to  the 
levy  being  made  on  one  third  *he 
value  of  improvements.  Financial 
conditions  have  not  been  good,  which 
is  another  reason  to  believe  that  un- 
less there  is  relief  many  property 
owners  must  fail  to  meet  their  obli- 
gations. 

Dr.  Shorti's  advice  relative  to  tax 
sales  is  either  valuable  or  ,  it  is  not 
worth  considering.  In  his  opinion, 
such  sales  during  a  period  of  declin- 
ing land  values  and  general  business 
depression  are  disastrous  to  the  city 
as  well  as  to  the  citizens.  In  the 
face  of  this  advice  the  City  Council 
is  advertising  a  tax  sale  to  be  held 
within  six  weeks  and  during  nearly 
eight  months  that  the  present  admin- 
istration has  been  in  office  there  does 
not  seem  to  have  been  any  consider- 
ation given  to  the  subject  of  such 
relief  as  will  reduce  the  number  of 
properties  which  will  be  put  up  at 
tax  sale.  We  emphasize  this  point 
again  and  again  becajse  it  is  a  very 
serious  one  from  the  city's  stand- 
point. The  permanent  officials  of 
the  city,  who  are  mainly  concerned 
with  getting  in  alt  the  taxes  they  can 
so  as  to  make  a  good  showing,  may 
deprecate  attention  being  drawn  to 
this  problem.  In  doing  so,  however, 
they  are  displaying  a  short-sighted 
policy,  for  the  provision  of  adequate 
relief  will  be  the  one  sure  way  of  in- 
creasing revenue  from  land,  and,  in-

The  question  for  the  moment  is  the 
City  Council's  policy  regarding  the 
forthcoming  tax  sale.  These  tax 
sales,  in  times  of  depression  and  with 
a  restricted  basis  of  municipal  taxa- 
tion, have  proved  but  a  poor  adver- 
tisement for  Victoria.  Is  that  adver- 
tisement to  be  perpetuated?  The 
question  of  relief  which  is  urgent  is 
of  greater  importance  than  that  of 
broadening  the  basis  of  taxation,  for, 
in  any  case,  whatever  steps  arc  taken 
relating  to  the  latter  must  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  Legislature,  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  anything  can  be  done 
until  next  year.  A  dispensation  af- 
fecting tax  sales  can  be  secured  by 
an  understanding  with  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  relief  that  is  needed 
can  be  brought  about  in  the  same 
way  as  instalments  of  what  is 
needed  now  were  put  into  effect 
on  two  former  occasions.  Re- 
lief is  imperative  if  the  City  Council 
desires  to  straighten  out  its  finances. 
It  can  make  it  possible  to  secure  a 
greater  revenue  from  land  by  bring- 
ing taxation  within  the  financial 
ability  of  all  property  owners.  What 
can  be  done  about  the  broadening  of 
taxation  is  problematical.  Any 
broadening  is  going  to  infringe  on 
Provincial  sources  of  revenue,  and 
that  is  the  rock  upon  which  all  form- 
er efforts  have  been  wrecker*

From  the  standpoint  of  the  Govern- 
ment the  object  in  promoting  any 
scheme  should  be  to  build  up  a 
happy  and  contented  people  and  to 
increase  -  agricultural  production.  Any 
scheme  should  provide  for  the  es- 
tablishment and  comfortable  main- 
tenance of  family  life,  and  by  that  we 
mean  that  any  scheme  should  allow 
of  the  possibility  of  such  comfort 
and  livelihood  being  possible 
through  genuine  work.  So  far  the 
problem  of  land  settlement  in  British 
Columbia  has  only  been  dealt  with 
cursorily  and  th'cre  have  been  too 
many  failures  because  it  has  been 
promoted  by  those  who  arc  unin- 
formed about  conditions  in  this 
Province.^  It  is  time  that  expert 
knowledge  was  brought  to  bear  on 
tlje  subject,  and  above  all  upon  the 
cost  of  clearing  land  for  settlement 
purposes.  That  is  our  outstanding 
handicap.

New  Zealand's  outlook  on  the  sub- 
ject of  naval  defence,  both  official 
and  private,  is  a  Sterling  example  to 
other  parts  of  the  Empire  and  more 
particularly  to  this  country,  which 
for  so  long  has  shown  a  disposition 
to  lag  behind  in  this  regard.  With 
the  reduction  just  effected  by  the  new 
party  in  power  at  Ottawa  we  have 
not  even  the  skeleton  of  the  nucleus 
of  a  navy  left.  There  are  no  plans, 
worthy  of  the  name,  projected  to 
build  up  a  Naval  Volunteer  force, 
although  on  paper  such  plans  may 
be  proposed.  Whatever  those  plans 
are  the  facilities  do  not  now  exist  for 
giving  such  a  force  adequate  train- 
ing, and  the  country  has,  for  the 
tunc  being,  and  until  a  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility reawakens,  bade  good- 
bye to  the  project  of  establishing 
naval  shipbuilding  yards  in  the  Do- 
minion. It  is  all  very  disheartening, 
and  it  may  eventually  prove  very 
tragic.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  self 
respect  or  one  that  could  be  expected 
from  a  country  which  lays  claim  to 
have  arrived  at  nationhood.  The 
enthusiasm  in  New  Zealand  serves 
to  accentuate  the  apathy  in  Canada. 
We  do  not  believe  our  people  are 
willing  that  their  coasts  should  re- 
main defenceless  so  far  as  any  ef 
forts  of  their  own  arc  concerned.

"Automobllee  keep  well  to  the

Thosti  who  fail  to  keep 
to  the  right  side  of  the  road  Are 
simply  courting  danger  for  them- 
selves, as  well  as  Infringing  upon  the 
rights  of  others,"  Mr.  Maynard  be- 
lieved. 

Mr.  Maynard.  who  was  accom- 
panied on  his  tour  by  his  wife,  Mr. 
Muynard  K.  Macdonnld.  Miss  Laura 
Macdonald  and  Miss  Grace  Macdon- 
ald.  traveled  over  744  miles  of  Wash- 
ington's and  Oregon's  highways.  Me 
informed  The  Colonist  last  nl<ht  that 
all  along  the  route  from  Seattle  to 
Portland  there  are  signs  reading 
"Keep  to  Your  Kxtreme  Kight  "  lie 
thinks  that  a  number  of  Victorians 
might  well  profit  by  the  rule  which 
the  American  automoblllsta  are  ob- 
serving, and  in  driving  their  motors 
to  In  all  cases  keep  to  thrtr  right  side 
of  the  road.

The  trip  Into  the  States  was  made 
by  Mr.  Maynard  and  party  In  a  six- 
cylinder  McLaughlin  car,  which  ran 
perfectly  the  whole  time.

ture. The  1921  average  waa  11  63 
bushels  with  a  crop  of  39,051,980 
bushels. 

REQINA.  Aug.  XI.— Wheat  cutting 
end  rys  threshing  are  general  In 
Kaskatchewan.  according  to  a  crop 
repgrt  issued  by  the  Provincial  De- 
partment of  Aarlculturs. 

In  some  districts  ihe  whole  rye 
crop  has  been  harvested,  and  another 
week  of  favorable  weather  will  see 
the  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
hinders   In  many  districts.

Twigg.  of  the  Can- 
adian  Legion  Amalgama*id  Vatsrana, 
to  member,  of  the  Tubercular  Vet- 
erans' Association  at  their  meeting

dent,  presided  over  a  good  attendano* 
of  member..  The  section  of  tha  re- 
port of  particular  Intere.t  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  which  has 
previously  been  published  in  The 
Colonist,  was  read,  aad  Mr.  Twigg  an- 
swered many  questions.

The  rlport  embodying  the  recom- 
n  endatiotis  was  Uid  uver  for  action 
next  week.  Briefly.  the  proposals 
are: 

t,  Imposition  of  municipal  income 
tax  to  be  collected  through  Provincial 
(•overnment,  calculated  to  raise  t  '.'00.- 
000  the  first  year. 

2.  IteadJustment  of  business  tax 
system,  to  yield  additional  $160,000. 
the  levy  being  based  on  rental  values. 

5.  Imposition  of  tax  on  gasoline 
nmountlng  to  three  cents  a  gallon. 

4.  Taxation  of  amusements  to  an 
extent  equal  to  that  levied  by  the 
Province. 

6.  Taxation  of  advertising  hoard- 
ings. 

fl.  Request  Provincial  Government, 
in  recognition  of  Victoria  being  the 
capital  city  of  the  Province,  to  con- 
tribute to  municipal  revenue. 

7.  Imposition  of  tax  on  horses,  and 
increase  of  dog  tax. 

The  committee  opposes  the  sugges- 
tions of  Dr.  Shortt  that  real  estate 
sales,  liquor  and  tobacco  and  water 
supply  be  subject  to  Increased  or  spe- 
cial taxation. 

The  text  of  the  report  follows: 
Ilurtb-n   Still  Too  t.rcat 

(1)  In  the  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee, certain  and  numerous  lands  in 
Victoria,  through  various  circum- 
stances during  the  past  few  years, 
have  been  grossly  overtaxed.  and 
though,  through  the  operations  of 
the  local  Improvement  Board  and 
the  Court  of  Itevl.slon,  etc..  a  certain 
smount  of  relief  has  been  effected, 
yet  the  situation  .remains  s  most  ser- 
ious one,  and  It  Is  an  obvious  fact 
that  the  burden  of  taxation  against 
many  lands  is  still  greater  than  can 
be  psld. 

It  Is.  however,  also  a  fart  that  at 
the  other  extreme  are  a  considerable 
number  of  Improved  lands  which 
during  the  past  few  years  have  es- 
caped with  extremely  light  and  In- 
adequate taxation.  This  situation  was 
caused  by  the  absurdities  of  the  leg- 
islation which  for  several  years  tam- 
pered with  the  land  assessment  of 
Victoria.  This  Inequality  Is  now  being 
reasonably  corrected,  much  progress 
having  been  made  through  the  oper- 
ations of  this  year's  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, etc..  and  It  is  safe  to  assume 
that  next  year's  Board  will  complete 
the  work  In  a  reasonable  and  equit- 
able manner.  While  this  means  the 
collection  of  a  certain  amount  of  in- 
creased revenue  from  these,  previ- 
ously undertaxed,  properties,  this  In- 
crease Is  entirely  Inadequate  to  solve 
the  difficulties  first  referred  to  In 
this  clause.  The  matter  Is  only  men- 
tioned here  to  Indicate  that  the 
Council  has  already  set  In  motion  the 
machinery  necessary  to  bring  ad- 
ditional revenue  from  this  particular 
source.  In  addition,  ton.  this  year, 
through  the  action  of  a  majority  of 
the  City  Council,  the  taxation  of  Im- 
provements  has   been   decided  upon. 

In  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your 
committee  a  broadening  of  taxation, 
or  incrensed  sources  of  revenue,  are 
essential  If  the  burden  against  over- 
taxed lands  Is  to  be  relieved,  and  If 
relief  Is  not  given  to  those  proper- 
ties, thm  the  results  will  be  disas- 
trous. Dr.  Shortt  very  forcibly  refers 
to  the  existing  situation  as  follows: 
'The  reaction  of  this  upon  the  pub- 
lic *nd  general  prosperity  of  the  city 
must  be  obvious  even  to  those  who 
are  disposed  to  congratulate  them- 
selves that,  because  they  hold  llftlej 
land  In  proportion  to  their  other 
property,  they  aro  largely  escaping 
the  heavy  financial  burdens  which 
are  falling  upon  their  unfortunate 
neighbors.-  the  holders  of  land.  Apart 
from  the  confiscation  of  Increasing 
quantities  of  Improvements.  all 
forms  of  property  which  have  any 
relation  to  permanent  local  Interests 
must  Inevitably  suffer,  both  In  the 
decline  In  capital  vslue  and  the  re- 
'turns  In  profits.  If  taxes  continue  to 
be  levied  regardless  of  the  ability  to 
pay  on  the  part  of  those  taxed,  a 
financial  crisis  Is  ultimately  unavoid- 
able. In  the  end  resort  must  be  hsd 
to  those  sources  of  Income  which 
can  be  actually  drawn  upon.  Then, 
however,  the  burden  must  be  excep- 
tionally heavy,  while  the  ability  to 
pay  Is  relatively  diminished.  Thus 
the  period  of  escape  from  a  legiti- 
mate share  In  the  financial  obliga- 
tions of  the  city  will  prove  In  the 
end  tO  have  been  quite  unprofitable 
What,  therefore.  Is  urgently  called 
for  at  the  present  time,  even  late  as 
It  Is,  Is  the  restoration  of  a  sound 
financial  condition  and  a  more  equit- 
sble  distribution  of  the  normsl  bur- 
dens of  taxation." 

Again  Dr.  Shortt  states:  "The  real 
assets  are  the  pocketbooks  of  the 
cttlxens,  t<>  be  drawn  upon  by  the 
process  of  taxation,  and  If  that  falls, 
then  something  In  the  nature  of  a 
recrlvershlp  must  be  established  and 
the  resource*  of  the  private  clttsens 
must  be  drawn  upon  so  long  as  there 
are  any  private  cltliens  with  re- 
sources remslnlng" 

Your  committee  entirely  agrees 
with  Dr.  Hhortt  and  believes  that  an 
Immediate  broadening  of  taxation  Is 
unavoidable 

FWror  Income  Ts  > 

(3)  We  agree  with  Dr  flhortt's 
recommendation  that  there  should 
be  an  Income  tax.  Wc  think  that  this 
tax  might  well  he  general  through- 
out the  cities  and  municipalities  of 
the  Province,  and  suggest  that  Vic- 
toria's delegate*  to  the  convention  of 
I'nion  of  British  Columbia  Munici- 
palities be  Instructed  to  make 
recommendations  to  that  effect. 
The  tag  could  be  collected  by 
the  Provincial  Government  simply 
by  Ir.creastng  the  present  Income  tax 
levy,  and  divided  amongst  the  •  it  lea 
and  municipalities  by  the  Govern- 
ment In  some  equitable  manner.  It  Is 
obvious  that  If  the  co-operation  of 
the  Provincial  Government  can  be 
obtained  In  the  collection  of  this  tax 
considerable  collection  expense 
would  be  saved  to  the  elelee  and 
municipalities.  We  think  that  from 
this  tsx  Victoria  should  the  first  year 
obtsln  1200.000  or  mora  If  this 
reeommendstlen  is  aprnved  by  the 
city  Council,  we  would  further  re-

railway  companies  and  cabarets,  the 
tax  is  as  high  as  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  the  rental  value  of  the  premises 
occupied.  Mom  ordinary  businesses 
pay  a  tax  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of 
the  rent,  and  numerous  exceptions 
pay  more.  Only  In  the  following  Ed- 
monton cases  is  the  tax  less,  namely, 
six  per  cent,  as  follows:  .Manufac- 
turer, workshop,  repair  shop,  green- 
house, hotel,  coal  mine,  and  brick- 
yard. Neither  does  the  tax  apply  to 
"preriitsea  ueed  or  occupied  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  a  private  dwelling 
house,  private  residence,  or  as  »an 
apartment,  tenement  or  private  lodg- 
ing house." 

"Your  committee  recommends  the 
adoption  of  similar  taxation  In  Vic- 
toria, that  «Yhe  details  be  left  ln  the 
hands  of  the  legislative  Committee. 
City  Comptroller  snd  City  Solicitor, 
and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed 
to  write  and  obtain  copies  of  the 
Montreal.  Edmonton.  Calgary,  Tor- 
onto and  Winnipeg  business  taxation 
by-laws.  That  the  new  business  tax 
shall  do  nway  with  the  present  li- 
cense fees,  excepting  that  In  •no  case 
shall  the  new  taxation  be  less  than 
the  present  license  fee. 

Non-Hcsldcnt  to  Pa>  More 

Your  committee  further  re  com  - 
mends  that  in  the  case  of  any  busi- 
ness the  owner  or  principal  owner  of 
which  is.  not  resident  ln  Victoria, 
then  the  business  tax  levy  shall  be 
Increased   by  at  least  Arty  per  cent. 

We  think  that  the  leglslstlon  to  bo 
obtained  should  enable  Victoria  to 
administer  a  business  tax  to  the 
same  extent  iut  any  of  the  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned  communities,  but  he- 
Jieve  that,  at  the  outset,  that  advan- 
tage should  be  taken  of  such  legis- 
lation sufficiently  to  bring  ln  revenue 
from  this  source  to  tlie  extent  of  an 
Increase  of  about  $  150,000  over  nn.l 
above  the  amount  annually  now  re- 
ceived frost  trade  licenses. 

(4)  Several  of  Victoria's  splendid 
system  of  paved  streets  already  re- 
quire repairs,  and  yearly  there  will 
be  an  Increasing  yardage  in  need  of 
renewal.  Where  the  meney  for  these 
necessary  works  In  to  come  from  no- 
body knows.  It  certainly  would  be 
had  policy  to  add  to  our  debt  bur- 
den by  financing  through  borrowing; 
current  revenue  should  be  made  to 
provide  the  requisite  funds.  Even  If 
capable  of  bearing  the  burden,  there 
la  no  good  reason  why  Victoria's 
lands,  which  have  been  initially  over- 
taxed for  street  pavements,  should 
again  bo  called  upon  to  shoulder  the 
entire  burden.  Kalrneae  demands  that 
adequate  contribution  to  the  cost 
should  be  made  by  those  who  chiefly 
benefit,  namely,  the  owners  of  those 
vehicles  whose  wear  and  tea.  tire 
renewal,  etc.,  Is  reduced  by  the  ex- 
istence of  good  streets.  Dr.  Shortt  re- 
fers to  this  as  follows;  "Certain 
special  and  epecftc  taxes  levied  on 
the  possession  or  consumption  of 
various  forms  of  complete  or  verv 
general  luxuries,  such  as  taxes  on 
tho  consumption  of  liquors  and  to- 
baccos, the  frequenting  of  places  of 
nmusement.  or  the  rapidly  extending 
use  of  automobiles.  Involving  greatly 
Increased  outlays  on  roads  and 
streets,  are  legitimate  bases  for  rais- 
ing revenues,  depending  so  largely  as 
ihey  do  on  purely  voluntary  out- 
lays." 

Your  committee  believes  that  the' 
Provincial  Government  should  sur- 
render to  the  municipalities  a  larger 
share  of  the  present  revenue  re- 
ceived from  motor  taxation,  but  this 
the  Government  has  declined  to  do. 
and  no  doubt  the  Government's  own 
financial  necessities  constitute  a  seri- 
ous obstacle  to  any  such  action.  In 
the  Province  of  Alberta  and  states 
of  Washington  and  Oregon,  taxation 
of  several  cents  per  gallon  la  levied 
upon  the  consumption  of  gasoline; 
and  no  doubt  the  same  is  the  case 
in  other  Provinces  and  states. 
Gasoline  Tax 

It  Is  recommended  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  be  asked  to  levy 
a  tax  of  three,  cents  per  gallon  on 
the  consumption  of  gasoline.  and 
that  two-thirds  of  the  gross  smount 
collected,  free  from  any  deduction 
whatever,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  the  city  or  municlpatt_y 
In  which  the  said  collections  are 
msde.  This  Is  to  be  In  addition  to 
any  revenue  now  received  by  the 
cities  and  municipalities,  through  the 
Government,  for  motor  license  fees, 
etc. 

A  tax  on  gasoline  Is  now  recog- 
nised as  being  one  of  the  most  equit- 
able methods  of  levying  taxation 
upon  automobiles,  for  it  automatic- 
ally means  that  those  who  use  the 
streets  the  most  pay  the  most.  It  Is 
entirely  fair  in  principle,  excepting 
In  the  case  of  heavy  vehicles;  upon 
which  there  should  be  a  substantial 
surtax.  In  addition  to  whatever  the 
regular  rate  of  taxation  might  hap- 
pen to  be;  however,  upon  this  point 
of  a  surtax  for  motor  trucks,  your 
committee  makes  no  recommenda- 
tion at  tho  present.

We  think  that  the  basis  of  division 
suggested  between  th«  Government 
and  the  cities  and  municipalities  is  a 
very  fair  one.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  cities  and  municipalities  are 
most  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
share  received  by  them  of  the  ex- 
isting motor  taxation  is  substantially 
less  than  their  due.  and  also  ln  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Government 
would  receive  the  entire  three  cents 
per  gallon  on  all  collections  made 
outside  of  city  and  municipal  areas, 
free  from  any  division  whatever. 

Your  committee  recommend  thst 
the  City  Clerk  be  Instructed  to  write 
to  the  Provincial  Secretary  st  Kd- 
monton  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Stste 
at  Olympla  and  at  Balem.  for  copies 
of  the  Alberta.  Washington  and  Ore- 
gon Acts.  And  further,  that  Vic- 
toria's delegates  to  the  ITnlon  of  B.C. 
Municipalities  Convention  make  rep- 
resentstlons  upon  this  subject,  snd 
that  the  same  additional  recommen- 
dations concerning  procedure  and 
committee  be  sdopted  ss  set  out  In 
Clsuse  2  hereof  concerning  Income 
tax. 

ruaitSU  VVIII  Pay 

In  passing  It  might  be  mentioned 
that  this  gasoline  tax  will  result  In  a 
rertsln  amount  of  revenue  being  col- 
lected from  motor  tourists.  Also  thst 
the  Government's  share  will  enable 
the  Oovernment  to  make  faster  prog- 
ress with  trunk  road  and  paving 
projects  advocated  by  motorists  und 
of  advantage  «n  the  cities  and  mu- 
nicipalities ns  well  ss  the  country 
districts  generslly. 

It  msy  also  be  remarked  that 
whatever  protest  there  may  be 
axslnst  a  gasoline  tax.  it  will  be  as 
nothing  compared  to  the  outcry 
there  would  be  from  the  motoring 
public  If  the  paved  streets  were  al- 
lowed to  fall  Into  serious  disrepair.

"hoardings"  or  billboards,  and  to  re- 
port back  ln  due  course  with  their 
recommendutlons  to  the  Council.

In  Ottawa  the  Government  main- 
tains and  keeps  In  repslr  sn  exten- 
sive park  system,  roads,  etc..  besides 
directly  granting  the  city  government 
$76,000  annually.  The  British  Gov- 
ernment pays  rates  on  the  Houses  of 
Parliament  and  other  Government 
prorerty  ln  London.  The  I'nlted 
States  Government  pays  half  the  cost 
of  admlnlslrstlon  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

This  Is  a  matter  which  your  com- 
mittee will  Investigate  further. 

In  the  meantime  It  Is  recommend- 
ed that  the  city  clerk  be  Instructed 
to  write  to  the  city  clerk  of  each  of 
the  capital  cities  of  the  various  prov- 
inces of  Canada,  and  to  Olympln, 
Salem  and  Sacramento,  asking  whst 
contribution  the  provincial  or  stste 
government  mekee  |g  clv|r  expendi- 
tures, and  whether  In  the  form  of 
a  grant,  or  as  rr^unlclpal  taxation  on 
governmental  Institutions,  or  both.

I'onsldernlHe  Interest  Is  being 
evinced  In  the  Australian  oranges 
that  formed  a  part  of  the  last  inward 
cargo  of  the  Makura.  of  the  Canadian 
Australasian  IJne.  The  shipment,  the 
second  of  Its  kind  to  reach  the  roun- 
try  from  the  Antipodes,  consisted  of 
3,000  boxes,  nnd  an  even  larger  con- 
signment Is  coming  on  the  Niagara, 
due  at  Victoria  on  September  15.  The 
demand  for  the  Australian  fruit  haa 
been  extremely  encouraging.  Cana- 
dian consumers  taking  to  them  very 
readily.  It  is  possible  that  the  Cali- 
fornia product  may  have  this  com- 
petition for  the  Canadian  market 
every  year  after  August  1  In  future. 

This  la  the  first  season  that  Aus- 
tralia has  attempted  to  ship  oranges, 
the  groves  being  only  eight  years  old 
but  the  venture  has  been  such  a  suc- 
cess that  tree  planting  has  almost 
doubled,  and  the  export  trnde  will  be 
catered  to.  not  only  in  this  direction 
but  In  other  countries  as  well  Despite 
the  fact  that  the  Australian  navels

PORT  AI.BKHNI,  Aug.  21— By  In- 
struction of  the  J-'ederal  Department 
of  Fisheries,  six  of  the  Japanese  fish- 
ing boats  captured  and  confiscated 
I  foa  Illegal  fishing  wn  the  West  Coast 
orthe  island,  were  returned  to  their 
owners  last  week.  The  condition  of 
release  was  the  payment  of  a  nom- 
inal sum  of  money,  far  Inadequate  to 
meet  the  coats  to  which  the  Govern- 
ment was  put  in  connection  with  the 
cases.  The  remaining  boats  arc  sub- 
ject to  release  on  similar  conditions. 
One  of  the  Japanese  owners  who.  on 
his  oath  stated  through  a  court  in- 
terpreter that  he  could  neither  speak 
nor  understand  the  Rnglish  language, 
found  himself  possessed  of  ability  to 
make  himself  understood  when  his 
boat  was  being  returned  to  him.  He 
was  clear 'and  concise  in  remarks  of 
ugly  significance.  This  Japanese  was 
In  a  surly  mood  when  he  arrived  ^tt 
the  Port  Alberni  float  where  the 
boats  were  tied  up  under  guard.  He 
hold  some  conversation  with  Captain 
W.  J.  Stone,  who  was  acting  as  guard. 
He  assumed  the  aggrieved  air  of  one 
on  whom  a  grave  Injustice  had  been 
inflicted.  Captain  Stone  ventured  a 
•comforting  opinion  to  the  effect  that 
when  the  Japanese  went  fi*hinjf  with- 
out licences,  they  could  hardly  ex- 
pect, In  case  they  were  caught,  to 
escape  the  penalties  prescribed,  to 
which  this  particular  victim  of  the 
law  replied  that  the  fishery  officials, 
mentioning  two  of  them  by  name, 
were  no  good,  and  as  he  boarded  his 
launch  delivered  this  parting  shot: 
"By  and  by.  when  Japanese  soldiers 
come,  they  fix  >m." 

Work  Against  Whites 

To  people  unacquainted  with  Jap- 
anese Insolence  *>n  this  West  Coast 
that  remark  might  mean  no  more 
than  an  utterance  of  silly  Intent.  To 
the  man  who  is  compelled  to  brush 
against  the  Japanese  who  overrun 
the  fishing  grounds  of  this  Coast, 
and  who  has  observed  their  develop- 
ment of  proprietary  attitude,  it  means 
more.  Not  so  long  since  was  this 
borne  out  In  approaches  made  by  the 
Japanese  to  Indian  fishermen.  The 
Indians  were  organizing  with  white 
men,  and  the  organization  was  not 
appreciated  by  the  Japanese.  Japan- 
ese representatives  waited  on  a  num- 
ber of  Indian*  and  tried  to  point  out 
to  them  the  foolishness  of  casting  in 
their  lot  with  the  white  men.  declar- 
ing that  the  Japanese  would  soon  be 
In  control  of  the  country,  and  that 
the  Indians  might  then  suffer  for 
their  lack  of  foresight. 

The  Japanese  were  not  very  far 
from  port  after  recovering  their  boats 
last  week  when  they  began  a  dan- 
gerous display  of  swashbuckling  In 
f-ontempt  for  the  rights  of  white  men 
In  these  waters.  They  went  down 
Alberni  Canal  and  Barclay  Sound  in 
darkness  without  lights  on  their 
boats.  They  could  see  other  launches 
with  lights  approaching,  but  the  other 
navigators  could  not  see  them.  In 
a  reckless  manner  the  Japanese  cut 
across  the  bows  of  crafts  weaker 
than  their  own.  and  In  one  case 
struck  a  white  man  s  boat,  but  did 
not  stop. 

These  are  the  Japanese  for  whom 
a  sympathetic  plea  was  successfully 
made  to  the  Government  following 
the  court  order  for  confiscation.  It 
Is  now  also  recalled  that  when  the 
Japanese  were  here  awaiting  the  de- 
cision of  the  court  they  had  large 
rolls  of  money  which  they  displayed, 
some  of  them  admitting  that  they  ex- 
pected, and  were  ready  to  pay,  finca 
t>f  8500  «*ach.  They  were  assessed 
1100  each.

Poles,  Russians  or  Germans, 
and  that  the  officials  of  the  various 
governments  took  advantage  of  this 
racial  dislike  and  mutual  distrust  to 
stir  up  the  most  terrible  pogroms 
amongst  them. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen  Zamenhof 
went  with  his  father  and  family  to 
live  in  Warsaw,  where  he  continued 
studies  at  the  gymnasium,  but 
ever  with  him — If 
understand  etch 
other!  Poles  w.  ni.i  utt  use  Russian; 
Russians  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  Germans;  Germans  would  not 
tolerate  the  French:  and  the  French 
rejected  English.  'An  International 
language  was  the  only  means  of 
breaking  down  these  barriers  be- 
tween the  nations,  but  that  language 
he  realized  must  be  a  neutral  one — 
one  that  would  ivelther  cause  Jealousy 
or  give  offence.  Then.  If  every  nation 
would#learn  1hat  nc  language  aa  well 
as  their  own  the  peoples  could  get  to 
know  each  other  and  blind  faith  In 
political  m  gazettes  and  diplomatic 
provocations  to  Induce  some  general 
opinion  about  some  neighboring  race 
would  cease  and  mutual  understand- 
ing become  a  possibility.

During  all  the  years  he  spent  at 
the  gymnasium  his  mind  was  filled 
with  plsn*  for  a  language  that  would 
be  suitable  for  International  use.  A 
number  of  his  friends  at  the  gym- 
nasium. Interested  In  his  effort  and 
ideal,  learned  to  speak  the  language. 
A  very  enthusiastic  little  group  It 
was  that  used  to  meet  In  Zamenhofs 
room  on  the  ground  floor  of  his 
father's  house.  A  modest  banquet 
prepared  by  his  mother,  who  entered 
heartily  into  her  son's  aspirations, 
was  held  there  In  honor  of  tho  lan- 
guage on  Dec.  6,  1878.  After  this 
the  language  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  educational  authori- 
ties. They  received  it  with  derision. 
He  experienced,  as  so  many  other 
great  men  have  done,  only  rebuffs 
and  ridicule  from  the  very  men  who 
should  have  helped  him.  His  former 
adherents,  lacking  the  moral  courage 
to  stand  by  him  at  this  crisis,  de- 
serted him  and  his  cause.  Zamenhof. 
by  nature  shy.  retiring  and  sensitive, 
was  left  to  face  a  mocking  world 
alone. 

tTp  to  this  time,  having  passed  all 
his  examinations  with  credit,  he  had 
mot  with  no  difficulties  in  his  homo, 
but  now,  friends  of  his  father  began 
to  persuade  him  that  he  ought  to 
put  a  stop  to  his  son's  idealism  If 
ho  ever  hoped  to  make  a  business 
man  out  of  him;  so  he  required  Zam- 
enhof to  hand  him  over  all  papers 
In  connection  with  his  language  and 
to  put  all  thought  of  It  out  of  his 
mind,  at  least  for  some  time  to  come. 
Reluctantly  his  wishes  were  com- 
pl'ed  with,  and  Zamenhof  saw  his 
cherished  papers  roughly  thrown  into 
a  cupboard,  and  soon  after  he  left 
for  Moscow,  where  he  studied  medi- 
cine for  two  years.  He  worked  con- 
sclenciously.  but  ever,  while  he  was 
leaning  over  the  bodies  In  the  dlssect- 
tlon  room,  uncovering  tho  Internal 
mechanism  of  the  human  form,  the 
old  dream  followed  him.  Were  not 
all  these  men  alike?  Had  they  not 
when  In  life  the  same  organs,  needs, 
fears  and  deslr#s ?  This  barrier  of 
language  separating  the  peoples  from 
mutual  understanding  must  be  de- 
stroyed.

Returning  to  Warsaw.  he  un- 
burdened his  heart  to  his  beloved 
mother,  telling  her  how  heavily  his 
promise  to  his  father  pressed  on  him 
that  the  creation  of  a.-,  international 
language  was  still  th<  great  aim 
of  his  life,  and  that  he  wished 
to  give  his  leisure  hours  to  the  com- 
pletion of  his  work.  With  pale  cheeks 
and  a  trembling,  tearful  voice  she  was 
obliged  to  tell  him  that  her  husband 
had  destroyed  all  his  papers  In  the 
fire,  trying  to  explain  that,  wise  but 
severe,  he  had  only  done  it  In  fatherly 
love  to  save  his  son  from  becoming 
a  visionary. 

Having  taken  his  diploma,  he  set 
up  In  practice  for  himself.  All  his 
life  his  Interests  were  among  the 
poor.  He  preferred  living  among 
them  in  the  poorer  quarter  of  the 
town,  and  poor  were  most  of  his  pa- 
tients. Hla  language  was  now  ready 
for  theopuhlisher.  but  he  could  not 
afford  to  bring  it  out.  Often  he 
would  accept  no  remuneration  for 
his  professional  services.  In  the 
Winter  of  18  88  he  became  sngaged 
to  Klara  Zllbernlk — against  the 
wishes  of  most  of  her  friends — with 
the  sanction  of  her  father,  who  no 
only  himself  waa  an  Idealist,  but  wh< 
recognize  !  the  noble  aim  of  hi 
daughter's  fiance,  and   how  great  i

In  side  Issues,  but  he  felt  compelled 
to  go  forward  with  his  Idea,  and  by 
the  help  of  his  future  father-in-law. 
the  book  waa  published  In  July.  188T.

ing August  TIM  first  edition  ap- 
peared In  Russian,  but  it  waa  soon 
followed  by  others  In  Polish.  French. 
German  and  English. 

Trying  years  now  followed,  bring- 
ing their  mixed  sorrows  and  Joys  and 
their  manifold  anxieties.  Ho  spe- 
cialized as  an  occulist.  His  rooms 
were  filled  with  patients,  but  alaa, 
his  purse  was  often  empty.  At  the 
wish  of  the  Fsperantlats  he  edited 
the  "Esperantlsto."  but  for  lack  of 
funds,  would  have  been  obliged  to 
rive  up  this  work  had  it  not  been 
for  the  timely  help  of  W.  H.  Trump- 
eter, a  Wesphalian.  an  EsperanUst 
from  the  very  first,  a  man  who  real- 
ized the  greatness  of  the  enterprise 
and  was  ready  to  put  his  hand  into 
his  own  not-too-well-fllled  purse. 
He  financed  It  for  three  years. 

From     1900     to     1905  Esperanto 

spread   rapidly*     Groups     had     I  | 

founded  in  twelve  countries.  Im- 
portant French  societies  gave  It 'their 
support.  Many  scientists  allied  them- 
selves to  the  movement.  Then  was 
convoked  the  First  Cnlverial  Con- 
gress at  Boulogne-sur-mer.  With  a 
strange  timidity  he  awaited  the  event. 
He  even  hesitated  to  attend  it  him- 
self. Ho  waa  unaccustomed  to  public 
speaking.  He  dreaded  the.  sight  of  so 
many  unknown  faces.  The  expense 
of  the  Journey  was  considerable. 
Finally  he  decided  to  go,  and  he 
traveled  to  Paris  third-class  with  his 
wife.  There  an  exciting  week  awaited 
him.  The  most  brilliant  capital  of 
the  world  acclaimed  and  flattered 
him.  He  received  the  Order  of  Honor 
from  tha.  Minister  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. At  the  top  of  the  Eiffel  Tewer 
he  lunched  with  the  most  famous 
scientists   of  Francs.

Sir  William  Schooling  Delivers 
Address  to  Gyro  Club- 
Should  Not  Fritter  Money 
Away 

The  value  of  right  spending  to  the 
Individual  end  the  community  waa 
the  theme  upon  which  Sir  William 
Schooling.  K.B.K.,  K.R.C.8.,  F.R.O  8., 
discoursed  before  the  Oyro  Club  at  Its 
weekly  luncheon  in  the  private  din- 
ing-room of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Store

It  had  been  atated.  said  Blr  Wil- 
liam Schooling,  in  opening  his  ad- 
dress on  "Goods  and  Services."  that 
religion  and  economics  were  the  two 
greateat  formative  affejBOtes.  By  the 
right  use  of  gooda  and  services  it 
was  possible  to  apply  one  of  these 
two,  namely,  econcmlca. 

Sir  William  told  of  the  national 
war  savings  movement  In  the  Old 
Country,  with  which  he  had  be.oi 
intimately  connected.  This  proved  A 
valuable  introduction  to  the  equally 
important  movement  for  the  right 
use  of  goods  and  services  during 
peace  time.  Whereas  before  the  war 
there  had  been  only  145.000  holders 
of  British  Government  bonds  In  the 
t  nlted  Kingdom,  there  were  todsy 
17.000,000.  While  some  people  were 
advocating  the  abolition  of  capital- 
iem,  the  number  of  capitalists  was  on 
the  increasf.  The  man  with  s  stake 
In  the  country  was  a  more  stable  ele- 
ment. 

Material  wealth.  pointed  out  Blr 
William,  was  essential  to  the  higher 
welfare  of  the  community  and  the 
Individual.  During  the  war  there 
had  been  an  Immense  destruction  of 
msterlal  wealth,  but  that  great  com 
bat  had  also  left  asaets  of  Increased 
knowledge  along  auch  lines  as  medi- 
,|ne.  aviation.  the  possibilities  of 
women's  work,  and  Industrial  meth- 
ods, with  the  result  that  If  proper 
application  were  made  of  these, 
progress  toward  Increased  material 
wealth  would   be  accelerated.
